YOHK, Dec. 4.—All through the 


night persons sat in the high balconies 
in Madison Square Garden •watching the 
ceaseless grind of the six-day bicyclists, 
which began at midnight and will con- 
tinue 'throughout' the week.

Luckily only one of them, Gougoltz ol 
the Swiss-Italian team, was hurt.

immediately resumed the race without 


giving physicians time to examine his 
Injuries, but before he had • ridden five • 
minutes the other riders saw he was Jus- 
ing his strength. 


Immediately they began to spurt In or- 


der to secure a lead on him. The Im- 
mense crowd Instantly realized the sit- 
uation, imd as Gougoltz slowly dropped, 
behind the flying crowd with his wheel 
at times jerking dangerously to one side 
as he. in a condition o£ semi-collapse, 
leaned over the bars but always riding 
gamely, the spectators showed their dis-

issued or coined by the Unite* States, 
to refund! the public debt and for ptn 
er purposes.' approved March 14, 1900 
the s"ame as though said bonds wer 
issued under the provisions of sal 
act of March 14, 1900." 


Section 2' provides that the $16,500, 


000 appropriated . shall continue avail 
ahle until expended,-, provided that al 
expenditures from the appropriation 
herein made shall toe reimbursed t 
the treasury of the United States ou 
of the proceeds of the sale of .bonds 
authorized in section 8 of the'said act 
approved1 June 28, 1902. 


Section 3 provides that a 


statement of the expenditures 
from 


this and subsequent appropriations 
for the construction of the Isthmian 
canal shall be made annually to Con- 
gress at the beginning of each regular 
session.

A matter of some importance to people 


Interested In the extension of Broadway 
out to the tunnel road leading to Contra 
Costa county was submitted to 
Judge j 


John Ellsworth this morning when the 
parties to a suit entitled the Berkeley 
Rock Company against Alameda County 
submitted their cause, which has been on 
trial for some time past. 


The bone of contention In this par- 
ticular matter is a strip of road begin- 
ning where 
Broadway 
ended on the 


northeast line of the Vlncente Peralta 
reserve and where College avenue turns 
Into Broadway. 


It is claimed by Supervisor Rowe, In 


whose domain this particular road lies, 
that Broadway has extended from this 
junction with the College avenue In a 
straight line out to Temescal creek since 
1868-9. A short time ago, however, the 
Berkeley Rock Company, the principal 
owner of which Is Joe Rosenberg, threw 
a fence across the land near Temescal 
creek where this road would run and 
when this obstruction was ordered tora 
down by the Board of Supervisors he em- 
ployed Attorney C. E. Snook to take the j 
matter Into court, and an effort has been 
made to show that the proceedings at 
the time the land was given to the coun- i 
ty were illegal and that there never was 
a road out further than wnere College 
avenue runs Into Broadway. 


The land owned by the Berkeley Rock 


Company lies near the grounds of the 
Claremont Country Club and this strip j 
of land Is now of considerable value. It 
divides this piece of land In two parts j 
and the evidence in the case has taken 
up a number of days at various time for 
several weeks past. 
| 


If Rosenberg succeeds In obtaining tl- t 
tie to the land It will probably stop an , 
effort at the present time of continuing 
Broadway as a boulevard out to Berke- 
ley and the main road leading into Con- 
tra Costa county. 
The Board of Supervisors, represented 


by Deputy District Attorney Harris, and 
since Ills appointment by Deputy District 
Attorney Goodfellow, relies on the rec- 
ords of the county to establish the title 
of the land In the county. As far back 
as 1868 the records show that a regular 
petition was filed with the Board of Su- 
pervisors by the owners of the land in 
question asking that this land be opened 
up and used as a road, and it is alleged 
that the same formal action was taken 
In regard to this road as is taken with 
any road in the county. 
They also al- 
lege that when the people from the 
Berkeley Rock Company got Its title to 
the land bought, they accepted it with 
the knowledge that this strip of land was 
a county roard.

IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS? 


Rev. 
Robert Whitaker Says Popular 


Education Has Made Grafters 


and Criminals. 


At the Twenty-third Avenue Baptist 


Church last night the pastor, Robert 
Whitaker, 
spoke 
on the 
question, 


"Shall'We Teach Religion in the Pub- 
lic Schools?" 
Mr. Whitaker took for 


his text: "Where There la No Vision 
the People Perish," and after com- 
menting briefly on the recent address 
of Dr. Benjamin Ide Wheeler In favor 
of: religion in the public schools he 
said: 


"The end of popular education, and 


that which Justifies it, is that it makes 
for good citizenship. This it does in 
three ways. It makes for the equal 
association of all classes In the com- 
munity, and therefore fosters the spirit 
of democracy. It makes for individual 
improvement in the capacity for self 
support, and so serves as a discour- 
ager of crime. It makes for general 
culture, which tends to respectable llv- 
Irisr. 


POPULAR EDUCATION. 


"Yet popular education has disap- 


pointed its best friends .when, we re- 
gard Its results in present-day citizen- 
ship. Our public schools have turned 
out a host of grafters, sharpers and 
criminals of every sort. And we are 
coming to the conclusion, if. it was 
not our conclusion before, that popu- 
lar education Is not the all in all of 
good citizenship. 


"But It will be said that religious 


teaching has also failed. Durrant was 
a churchman, and a criminal. 
Graft 


finds many of Its votaries.among men 
who are members of the churches. 


"Besides, who Is to say what sort 


of'religion shall be taught in the pub- 
lic schools if we must choose between 
so many kinds? Shall we emulate, the 
example of English Tories and force 
our particular brand down the throats 
of the minority? If we do perhaps we 
,shall be .the minority to-morrow, and 


get. a liberal dose of the other man's 
brand. 


ISN'T RELIGION. 


"Tet Dr. Wheeler is fundamentally 


right. The trouble with all this con- 
troversy is that we think of religion 
too formally and superficially. Read- 
ing the Bible In the public schools 
isn't religion. 
Repeating 
the 
Ten 


Commandments Isn't religion. Neither 
is teaching boys and girls to believe 
in our Church, or our Pope, or our 
Bishops, or our Presbyters, 
or 
our 


preachers religion. 


"Religion fundamentally is life, and 


Life at its deepest and best. If ed- 
ucation cannot teach religion then ed- 
ucation is a poor thing, and exceed- 
ingly superficial. 


"Religion is the sense of reverence. 


It is the life of obedience. It is the 
spirit of kindness. And it Is the want 
of definite and positive emphasis up- 
on these things which is playing the 
mischief both with education and re- 
ligion to-day. 


"Good men and women differ a good 


deal about religions, but they don't 
differ very much about religion. If we 
would teach more heartily and. em- 
phatically 
both in the rlmrch and 


In the school the things v. hich make 
up the real heart of religion, and con- 
cerning- .which we are really 
one It 


would greatly Improve both public and 
private life. 


-. 
CANNOT TAKE PLACE. . 


"There is more than this which Is 


necessary to supply the sufficient mo- 
tive for Christian living. 
The school 


cannot take the place of the home, 
nor of. the church. These must teach 
religion In Its more intimate aspects. 
But the public schools can do a great 
deal more than they are doing to 
develop the religious side of life, the 
religious spirit. And this spirit wilt 
find definite expression through the 
home and the church where the teach- 
ing of doctrine and ritual belongs.

It is alleged that 
this strike is being engineered for political purposes, to be specific, 
in the interest of Mayor Schmitz's gubernatorial candidacy, it being 
stated that he 13 to come in as a medicator after the trouble has been 
precipitated and gain general good will by adjusting the^dispute and 
settling the strike to general satisfaction. 


If the labor leaders are engaged in any such scheme they are 


conspiring against the political welfare of the State as well as in- 
dustrial peace and public order; they are prostituting the labor or- 
ganizations to purposes inimical to the good of workingmen and 
antagonistic to the fundamental principles of unionism 


If, on the other hand, they are not plotting against industrial 


peace and public order to further a political scheme, a wicked and 
mischievous thing has been done by the publication of a vicious 
canard. _It is certain to create apprehension and ill-feeling m the 
community, and to further aggravate differences where they already 
exist between employers and their employes. It 
is calculated, 


therefore, to stimulate and provoke the very industrial unrest the 
Times deprecates and which is such a harassing spectre in the busi- 
ness world. 


Although the Times is fiercely antagonistic to labor unions, we 


can scarcejy believe that it would ddiberately print a falsehood, par- 
ticularly one so obviously hurtful to the public interests as this strike 
story; but at the same time we are free to frankly state our total dis- 
belief m what our Los Angeles contemporary charges In our opinion 
the labor leaders have too much good sense to engage in any such 
foolish and criminal enterprise 
It would be extremely dangerous to 


themselves for such plots cannot easily be confined to the knowledge 
of a few.

These three countries ar 
England, Fir "e and the United States 
These are rather import 


ant exceptions, , - uise these three co'.jit- es include half the mileag 
and half the cdpiu.; and half the tragic of the world, but it is cer 
tainly an impressive fact that nearly every other country has adopt 
ed government ownership. 


Mr. Acworth says, and this is the most significant utterance tha 


he made, that in no country have the railways been deliberatel) 
taken by the state, because the people, on the abstract question o 
state ownership believe dthat state ownership was preferable to 
private ownership. It was rather that each1 country was forced into 
state ownership, believe that state ownership was preferable to 
difficulties in which it found itself. 


This declaration has a significant "bearing upon the situation in 


this country. The people of the United States on the abstract ques- 
tion of government ownership would, it is safe to say, vote over- 
whelmingly against such a proposition. 
Nevertheless, it is easy to 


see that conditions might exist that would lead to government own- 
ership. It is a powerful argument for government regulation 
o: 


rates that unless this control of the railways is adopted by the fed- 
eral government there would inevitably be a movement for govern- 
ment owenrship so powerful that it could not be checked. Wall 
Street Journal.

O'Rlordan. of Limerick, has Just ar- 
rived In Rome as Superior of the Irish 
College. He forthwith Invited Father 
Yorke to deliver an address In the Col- 
lege Aula Maxima 
next • Thursday. 


Visitors from outside will be permit- 
ted to assist at this attractive en- 
tertainment. 


Meantime, both Father Yorke and 


Father Lyons have had a long private 
audience with the Pope. They delayed 
the day for this, because Father Yorke 
was having bound the volumes which 
he Intended to present as a work of 
devotion 
to 
the 
Supreme Pontiff. 


These were his Catechisms, which are 
used In many schools ;ln the United 
States. 
Three sets of five volumes 


each were bound—one set In white, 
to be presented 'to the Pope, for white 
is the Papal color; another set In red, 
to be presented to the Secretary of 


color for books offered to Cardinals; 
then a set In red, out of compliment 
to the rank as prelate of Monsjgnor 
Blsletl, the Maestro di Camera. All 
these ^bindings were most sumptuous, 
and worthy of the. very fine letter- 
press. .The set presented to'the Pope 
was bound in white vellum, with the 
Papal arms and other decorations, all 
In gold. The box containing tha books 
was the same In material and .orna- 
ments.

POPE'S BLESSING. 


Many were the kind things the Pope 


said to his visitors, showing his wit, 
humor and readiness. As to the fa- 
vors which he granted, they were un- 
usual In number and nature. To men- 
tion some of them:

tion he authorized both the pastors i 
to bestow the Papal blessing solemnly 
In their parishes, with plenary Indul- 
gence to all those of their flocks who 
perform the requisite conditions. He 
gave Father Yorke permission to sub- 
stitute the special office of St. An- 
thony for the Roman Office, once a 
week, on any day. He granted to both 
clergymen the faculties of

gence of the Way of the Cross to 
crucifixes. 


But what touched ; the two priests 


most was his words', and warmth In 
sending the Pontlflclal. blessing

Father Lyons had told 
the Pope, In asking for this favor, that 
his father, was ninety-three.

he see his hundreth year!" was the 
Pontiff's paternal expression, as

accorded the request.

Yorke put a petition for the blessing 
of his mother, the Pope said:

Plus X also Inquired very particu- 


larly as to the number of souls in 
each parish, and the parochial equip- 
ment, end showed himself quite au 
courant with the work that Is to be 
done in America.

Phillips' opinion today, are substan- 
tially as follows:

points.

This suit was based on the concep- 


tion of the Attorney-General that the 
United States had a right to resort 
to the United States Circuit Court in 
equity to carry out the policy of the 
interstate commerce law and to enjoin 
railroads generally from violating it. 


But after the temporary restraining 


order was made and after the demur- 
rer to the original bill was argued and 
submitted, the Supreme Court of the

them, excluding other heirs with equal 
rights with them. The Fennon' chil- 
dren were the aged man's niece and 
nephew, being the children of his sis- 
ter, while the contestants were his, 
nieces, the children of his 'brother. 


At the time of his death, Edward, 


his nephew, Dominlck N. P. Fennon, 
Connell, the deceased, was living with 
on Merrimac street, and, it Is claimed

rights of his other heirs. 


The heirs under the will had filed a 


petition for a partial distribution of 
the estate this morning and the filing 
of the contest put this matter off un- 
til December 8th, at which time Judge 
Ogden will take up its consideration.
